The Latest-First 


COTTONCAST 
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By Gerald Dearing 


NO ONE, not even the most optimistic, 
thought that the export sales program would 
work as well as it has. More than 5 million 
bales of cotton have been sold for export 
and the more optimistic in the trade are 
now estimating that the total may go to 
nearly 7 million. The stabilized price was 
a major factor in the stepped-up demand. 
Other factors, which were not contemplated 
when the program was started, included the 
Suez crisis, the unrest in the Russian 
Satellite countries and shortages of sup- 
plies in some of the other cotton producing 
countries. Demand for American cotton has 
been stepped up sharply in recent weeks, 
with the sales sometimes taxing the credit 
and shipping facilities of the individual 
shippers. 




















THE ONLY UNPLEASANT FACTOR involved for 
those who want to maintain the effort to 
retain the foreign marketSand keep syn- 
thetics on a competitive basis in this 
country is that the supply of cotton avail- 
able under the program may be dissipated. 
When the surplus is reduced, the support 
price automatically goes up. When the 
price goes up, the demand falls off. When 
the demand falls off the surplus mounts and 
tighter acreage restrictions are returned. 

















SOME WESTERN FARMERS, finally convinced 
that there is no future in growing cotton 
solely for the government loan, have turned 
to cotton varieties that produce a longer 
Staple, with the result that they are 
enjoying a greater demand for their cotton 
and are selling above the loan prices. 

















THE MANNER in which some farmers mistreat 
their cotton is responsible for the un- 
satisfactory price they get for it. This 
year, more than in any recent years, cotton 
is being dumped “out onto the ground in gin 
yards, in farm lots to to accumulate stains 
from the weather and the earth, filth from 
the barnyard and to have sand and dirt 
ground into it. The man who buys the cot- 
ton from the farmer knows that he will be 
held accountable for the damage, by th the 
mill to which he sells. He pitches his 
price to the grower at a level to show a 
profit after any claim for loss the mill 
may make. The grower loses--not the buyer. 








THERE MUST BE A LESSON somewhere in the 
experience of the Supima cotton growers of 
the Far West. They taxed themselves $5 a 
bale to promote the use of their extra long 
Staple cotton. This is a cotton that many 
mills hold superior to the Egyptian cot- 
tons, both as to strength and appearance. 
Then they asked USDA to lower their support 
price to 75% of parity in order to make 
their cotton more competitive with the 
Egyptian and Peruvian cottons. The result: 
When it took an act of Congress to keep 
other cotton farmers from having their 
acreage cut, the Supima growers have had 
their allotments doubled. All because 
they priced their cotton at a level that 
was competitive, and spent some money for 


promotion of its use. 


SOME FARMERS WHO HAVE WATER available for 
irrigation have thought up a new gimmick 
involving the Soil Bank. They plan to put 
a third or half of their cotton acreage 
into the Soil Bank. With the money paid 
them for not growing cotton, they plan to 
install irrigation systems on the balance. 
This, they hope, will permit them to 
increase their yield, perhaps grow as much 
cotton as they would have grown on their 
whole acreage without irrigation. Who said 
you can't have your cake and eat it, too? 


























THE ELECTION IS OVER. Look for the rising 
tide of farm legislative proposals to sweep 
over the country. 

There will be advocates of high rigid 
supports and more and more acreage restric- 
tions. This is the same program that has 
resulted in the surpluses that now exist. 
There will be those who advocate a domestic 
allotment plan. And those who will oppose 
it because they see tighter and tighter 
limitation of payments. 

There will be those who advocate a lower 
Support price and unlimited acreage, with 
the government continuing to maintain the 
"welfare" provisions of the farm act by 
buying the smaller farmer's cotton at a 
price above the support level. 

No program will work which does not keep 
cotton competitive with foreign cottons 
and synthetics in foreign markets and com- 
petitive with synthetic fibers in the 
domestic markets.

Soil Bank Certificates for reducing acreage 
below farm allotments of wheat, rice or 
corn will be valued at 105% of their cash 
value when exchanged for grains in CCC or 
when used to redeem grain put under price 
Support loans. But there are exchange 
limitations. Example: Certificates earned 
by reducing wheat acreage may be exchanged 
for wheat, barley, rye, oats or grain 
sorghums -- not for corn or rice.

if Your Net Farm Income was low this year -- 
less than $1,200 -- there's a change in 
the self-employment tax (Social Security) 
which you ought to take advantage of. 
Instead of paying the self-employment tax 
on your actual net income, you can pay it 
on 2/5 of your gross farm income, up to 
$1,800. 

If your gross farm income (before sub- 
tracting allowable farm expenses) was, 
say, $4,500, but deductions brought your 
taxable net income down to, say, only $900, 
then you could figure the self-employment 
tax on $1,200 (2/3 of the maximum allowable 
of $1,800) instead of on the $900. You'd 
be paying out a little more money now, but 
accumulating far more benefits for future 
years.

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Outlook for °57 


LookinG at next year in farming 
is not easy — the crystal balls are a 
little cloudy. Rumblings of wars, 
other factors, make it even more mud- 
dled. But everybody will be taking 
a crack at it in the next few weeks. 
So here’s our look: 


> THE MARKET: Earning 
of consumers continues to show in- 
creases. And consumers continue to 
spend about a fourth of their “take 
home” for food They also continue 
to buy more items on credit 

The farmer's share of the con- 
sumer’s dollar next year will 
average about the same as for 1956— 
40 cents. If there is a change it will 
be downward, because the cost of 
marketing continued to increase in 
1956—is predicted to go higher in *57 
as housewives demand more “fancy” 
packaging. 


> THE SUPPLY: It looks now like 
this year will see an all-time high in 
farm production. Supplies are abun- 
dant. At the same time, greater con- 
sumption plus increases in exports will 
reduce the annual carryover of some 
commodities. Prices should not fall 
apart because of oversupply. And the 
flexible formula for price supports 
should not dictate a serious decline of 
prices for most of the basics. 

With the Soil Bank taking acreage 
out of the basic crops next year, the 
supplies at the end of the growing 
season should result in a reduction of 
surpluses, accompanied by strengthen- 
ing of prices to support level or higher. 

Wheat, for example. Supplies are 
expected to be reduced at the end of 
the 1956-57 marketing year for the 
first time since 1951-52. The carry- 
over in 1957-58 is likely to be re- 
duced considerably more by farmers 
participation in the Acreage Reserve. 
Exports for 1956-57 may total 415 
million bushels, 70 million more than 
last year. 


P PRICES: There is little hope that 
the prices paid by farmers for produc- 
tion items will go down—or even hold 
the present level. As Labor and re- 
lated costs go up (already planned), 
the price of manufactured articles will 
continue to inch upward. There's 
little chance that your investment in 
your °57 crop will be less than °56. 
Population increase, earning power 
of consumers and some increases in 
exports because of prosperity overseas 
will likely demand a larger volume of 
farm products next year.

IT USED to take L. S. Keen of Dallas Co., Texas, 

two hours per feeding to feed his 4,000 birds.

Here’s how the system works: The feed is delivered 
in bulk trucks to Keen’s farm and is blown by pneu- 
matic hose into the feed hopper of each house. At 
time intervals, controlled by a time clock, an endless 
chain with round discs (see photo), spaced every 3 
inches or so, travels through the feed hopper and car- 
ries feed to the troughs on both sides of the cages. The 
electric feeder runs about an hour and a half and is 
in operation about five times a day, depending on the 
time of year and length of daylight.

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OME recent changes in farm income tax regulations and 

interpretations may give you a chance to make your 
federal income tax payments a little easier on yourself this 
year. Uncle Sam has no objection to your taking advantage 
of every legitimate deduction possible in making your farm 
income tax return. But chances are you're not using all 
the deduction allowable. There may be several you hadn't 
thought about. 

When in doubt about whether a certain deduction for 
farming expenses is allowable, ask your nearest office of 
Internal Revenue Service, They're there to give you answers. 

Here are some farm income tax regulations you may not 
have known about. (These apply only to returns made on 
the cash basis—the one you're probably using—and not to 
returns on the accrual basis: 


| You can... | ake advantage of the new “involun- 
tary conversion” provision for livestock sales. You don't 
have to pay any tax on the income from livestock which 
you were forced to sell because of drouth conditions, if you 
meet certain conditions. You have to re-invest all the money 
you got from the sale of the livestock in the same kind of 
livestock (if you sold a breeding herd, you must re-invest 
in a breeding herd) within one year’s time. You may ask 
for and be granted a longer period to re-invest, however. 


| You can’t... however, apply the “involuntary con- 
version” provision to fattening animals or to young animals 
(heifers, etc.) being kept for replacement. It applies only 
to breeding animals or milk stock. And it applies only to 
sales in excess of the number you would normally be sell- 
ing off regardless of conditions. 


report the money you get when you 
put crops “in the loan” as either income or as a loan, which- 
ever you prefer. If you count it as a loan, you can delay 
paying the income tax on it until the crop is sold (or taken 
over by CCC). For example, if you stored $2,000 worth 
of wheat under a CCC loan this year, and don’t sell or for- 
feit it until next year, you wouldn't have to pay taxes on 
it until next year. Then, if the grain sold for only $1,800 
when you redeemed it from the loan, you'd pay taxes only 
on the $1,800. 

If you reported it as $2,000 income this year, and re- 
deemed it for $1,800 next year, you'd have to charge the 
$200 loss as a deduction for next year’s income. Or, if the 
selling price for the grain were actually $2,100 (after in- 
terest, etc.), you’d report the extra $100 next year.

| You can... | take advantage of “fast write-off” pro- 


visions for grain storage facilities built or altered during the 
four years before January 1, 1957. In this case, you can 
depreciate the cost of the construction over a period of as 
little as five years. (On most buildings, you'd have*to figure 
depreciation over a longer period.) 


| You can... | also take advantage of the “involun- 


tary conversion” provisions if some of your land is con- 
demned for right-of-way. If the price you receive is more 
than you originally paid for the land, the net gain (profit) 
is taxable, but only as capital gain. So, it would be taxable 
at half the rate of regular income. But if you re-invest the 
money in replacement acres, it’s not taxable. But you have 
to re-invest it within a certain length of time. For example, 
if you were paid for land condemned for right-of-way use 
this year, you'd have to re-invest it before the end of 1957 
in order to avoid paying capital gains tax on it. 

Same general principle would apply to insurance you col- 
lected on buildings destroyed by fire or storm. The “profit” 
(amount of insurance collected, minus depreciated value of 
building) would be 100 percent taxable as regular income 
unless you re-invested it in another building for the same 
general purpose. 


| You can’t .. .| apply this principle to insurance from 
crop damage, of course. Such insurance must be reported 
as regular income during the year when the insurance pay- 
ment was made to you.

Thyroprotein -- an ingredient of some 
commercial dairy feeds -- is of doubt- 
ful value as milk production stimulus. 
That's the conclusion from recent 
tests by USDA and Montana dairy scien- 
tists. Principal weakness of the 
drug, reportedly, is that there's no 
way to avoid sharp drop in cow's pro- 
duction when she stops getting the 
drug. Principal advantage seems to 
be its value in boosting milk produc- 
tion in large herds when milk prices 
are high and production normally 
Slumps. High-producing cows benefit 
most, lower=-producing cows least. 

















Texas Farm Bureau has requested USDA to 
permit farmers and ranchers to buy 
surplus feed grains from CCC at same 
rates that now apply only to dealers;

Economy of Gain is related to age and 
body weight for livestock on fatten- 
ing rations, says Ivan Watson, New 
Mexico A&M. Example: Feed require- 
ments per 100-1b. gain for 85-lb.

Creep-feeding 
these calves can result ina selling 
price of $6 to $10 more per hundred 
than if same calves were not creep-fed 
and sold as U. S. Medium grade feeders. 














Stilbestrol Is No Help to steer calves win- 
tering primarily on roughage, con- 
cludes Wyoming Exp. Sta. -- agreeing 
with some similar earlier reports. 
Stilbestrol-fed calves gained wee bit 
more, but far less than enough to pay 
cost of the hormone. There was no 
other apparent advantage for the 
hormone. 





Increase of Cattle on Feed 53 months and 
less, plus boost in number of heavy 
cattle moved into corn belt during 
July-September, means prospect for 
relatively heavy marketings of this 
year and first part of 1957, says Iowa 
State College.

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Tree Talk 


Did you ever stop to think how many pounds of 
paper the average American requires, directly 
or indirectly, per year? 


Believe it or not, it takes almost 418 
pounds of paper and paperboard to 
supply the needs of every man, woman 
and child in our country. This adds up to 
an awful lot of pulpwood, the raw stuff 
from which paper products are made. 


To the farmer with a woodlot, this continuing 
— and expanding — market offers a real oppor- 
tunity for additional income. Why, almost any 
kind of tree can be used for pulpwood includ- 
ing such favorites as ash, basswood, beech, 
birch, cherry, elm, gum, hemlock, hickory, 
maple, pine, poplar. oak and sycamore plus a 
number of other lesser known varieties. 


Another important feature of pulpwood 
is size. Not only do pulp mills take many 
kinds of wood not otherwise wanted, but 
they take smaller sizes than other large 
users of wood. 


Most mills call for sticks five feet long, and as 
little as four inches in diameter, inside the 
bark. This means you have a market for practi- 
cally the entire tree since there's very little 
wood left after you reach a four-inch top. 
Then, too, in sawing sticks only five feet long, 
it’s easy to cut out defects which would spoil 
the 10, 12 or 16-foot logs required for lumber. 


In a nutshell, this all means that because 
the market for pulp is less exacting than 
for other woods, it gives you a chance to 
improve your stand by cutting the right 
trees at the right time. If there is no mar- 
ket except for large, select logs, you have 
little choice but to sell your largest and 
hest trees, leaving the less desirable kinds 
and sizes behind. Result: your stand may 
grow poorer in quality from cut to cut. 


Pulpwood, however, can be grown and har- 
vested as a crop, with each cut used to clear 
the way for better growth among the trees left 
standing. or for another cut later on

Tue seasonal peaks and lows of live- 
stock market supply and prices (dia- 
grammed on opposite page) are a 
conventional guide to buying and sell- 
ing. They're determined by figuring 
the price and marketing figures for 
several years’ time, at major markets, 
and calculating the most favorable and 
least favorable months, from averages. 

Note, for example, that the normal 
period of highest prices for hogs is 
June through September; the normal 
low price period is March through 
April and November through Decem- 
ber. 

Note, also, that most Southern lambs 
are generally sold from June through 
September, helping to force lamb 
prices downward as the supply at 
major markets increases. If you're 
selling slaughter lambs, this means 
that the earlier your lambs get to mar- 
ket, the better. But if you're buying 
lambs, for pasture finishing, you get 
the best price break and the best 
choice among the available supply 
when Northwestern and mountain 
lambs begin reaching markets in late 
summer and fall 

These guides to demand and price 
outlook are general and average. 
They're a good aid to planning sea- 
sonal livestock production, year in and 
year out, whether the long-term price 
and supply outlook is up or down. 
They point out the advantages, for 
example, of trying to be ready to sell 
slaughter livestock (and, sometimes, 
feeder livestock) when other pro- 
ducers are not ready to sell—when 
prices are higher. They're a pretty 
good general guide to 1957 outlook, 
too. 

But they are general. Price peaks 
at the market where you're selling 
livestock won't always be the same as 
the price peaks diagrammed in this 
chart. Southern markets don’t always 
follow the national market trend that 
closely. 

And there are variations from year 
to year, regardless of long-term trends. 
In 1955, for example, slaughter lamb 
prices reached their peak and started 
declining two months earlier than 
usual. And the seasonality (high 
prices in summer, lower prices in 
spring and late fall) of hog prices 
is gradually disappearing at Southern 
markets, as more and more producers 
switch to off-season farrowing. Only 
way to be sure is to study markets 
week by week.

One satisfied user of portable slab 
brooders is Fred Green, of Randolph 
County, Alabama. To provide sea- 
sonal brooding for 500 chicks, he built 
two 4 x 4 slabs of plywood and insu- 
lating board, with heating 
cable within the slab. Separate hovers, 
also 4 x 4, are built on 12-inch legs 
over the base slabs to complete brood- 
ers. The hover and slab easily 
separated for cleaning, moving and 
storing. Each unit—heating slab base 
and hover—cost about $25.

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How much 


protein for hogs? 


By Tom Milligan 


Maybe you are feeding a 
higher protein than 
is needed to get your pigs 
to market weight. If so, 
you may be able to cut 
feeding costs by lowering 
the amount of costly pro- 
teins that go in the ration. 

Research data presented at a recent 
nutrition conference in Texas by L. E. 
Hanson of the University of Minne- 
sota reveals some ways to do it. 

In years past hog feeders knew 
they had to feed high protein feeds 
so their pigs would get enough of the 
Now the minute 
amounts of vitamins and other trace 
elements can be put in the feed by 
adding such antibiotics as B12 and 
B-complex supplements. That’s cheap-

How They Did It 


In the experiments, Hanson took 
litter mate pairs of pigs and assigned 
one of each pall to each proteimn level. 
The pigs were weaned at three weeks 
and fed Starter for the next 
five weeks. At the start of the experi- 
ment one lot got 18% protein, the 
other 14%. When they weighed 125- 
130 pounds the protein was cut to 
15% and 11° The protein level in 
the ration reduced by cutting 
down on the meal and 
tankage and amount of 
ground corn. 

Durocs, Chester Whites and Po- 
land Chinas were used in the pure- 
bred lots, while Minnesota No. 1 and 
No. 2 and crosses used in the 
other two lots. All were self-fed. 

The purebreds on the 18-15% ra- 
tion took 400 pounds of feed per 100 
pounds of gain, while the ones on 
the 14-11% ration took only 383 
pounds of feed to get a 100 pound 
gain. Carcass weights were 144 pounds 
for the high protein group and 146.8 
pounds for the low protein fed hogs. 
Average backfat thickness was a little 
higher in the low protein group—1.76 
inches compared with 1.84 inches on 
the low protein group. Dressing per- 
centages only varied one-tenth of on. 
percent. All the hogs were marketed 
at about 210 pounds and were from 
146 to 157 days old at time of slaughter.
